ment as a boy so affected his mind 
that he was not responsible for his 
acts. You will say that he should 
have been confined in an institution. 
That would have been the proper 
course. But my father would not 
hear of it and his dying wish was that 
I devote myself to the care of William.

As stated last week, we are indebted 
to Mr. L. M. Ryer for the following 
explanation of the difference between 
“Shifts” and “Double Transfers.” Our 
explanation must, of necessity, be 
brief and we suggest communicating 
direct with Mr. Ryer at 1932 E. Cal- 
houn St., Seattle, Wash., if your in- 
terest in this material goes deeper 
than our summary. 

A “Shift” occurs in the following 
manner. When the transfer roll is ap- 
plied to the plate tremendous pressure 
is exerted in order to sink the design 
on the roll in the plate. This roll is 
rocked back and forth over the plate 
several times until the design is im- 
pressed sufficiently deep. At any time 
during this process the pressure may 
cause the plate to shift slightly. When 
this happens the design on the trans- 
fer roll will not exactly coincide with 
the design previously impressed on the 
plate on the rolls next trip across the 
plate. When the plate is printed this 
causes a doubling of the lines of the 
Seen in the direction in which the 
design has been rolled. 

A “Double Transfer” is the result of 
something entirely different. After the 
plate has been completely rolled in it 
is given an inspection. Should any 
mistakes be found the designs of these 
poor stamps are tapped out and the 
plate polished. The design is then re- 
rolled in the plate. Now if any trace

of the original design still remains on 
the plate these lines will appear on 
the new impression thus giving us a 
doubling of some parts of the design. 
The distinction between these two 
forms of doubling is quite technical 
and, for the average collector, the fact 
that there is a doubling of the design 
in either will be sufficient. The more 
studious will do well to communicate 
with Mr. Ryer as suggested above. 
While on the subject of corrections 
we present another from Mr. J. De- 
lano Bartlett on the subject of Double 
Papers on the Banknote Issues. As 
we have explained before, the soft 
porous paper used by the American 
Banknote Co., shows pinpoints of light 
and dark, similar to thin blotting pa- 
per when held up to a light. According 
to Mr. Bartlett neither these, nor the 
hard, transparent papers are ever 
doubled and may therefor be eliminat- 
ed. As the doubles are printed on soft 
paper that leaves us only copies which 
do not show alternate light and dark. 
These may then be tested as follows: 
Take the corner of the stamp that has 
a good strong perforation. Work this 
perforation about one mm. back and 
forth with the finger or tongs enough 
to make it soft but not to break it. 
Then, with the aid of a glass, it can 
be seen whether the two papers are 
coming apart. If it shows that there 
are two papers then work the paper 
as first mentioned about five mm. and 
the paper will come apart. 

Our thanks to these men for their

On the 
whole, the real stamp collector should 
applaud rather than condemn these 
issues.

The greatest number of complaints 
robably arise from that type of col- 
ector who wants to gobble up the 

new issues in every form in which 
they can be obtained. 

This type of collector usually has 
a haphazard collection lacking thor- 
oughness or completeness in any di- 
rection. 

He has a collection that has a lot 
of used stamps, a lot of unused 
stamps. He has some blocks of both 
kinds, a few plate numbers, numer- 
ous first day covers and even a few 
sheets salted away but in none of the 
divisions mentioned has he anything 
like a complete or thorough showing. 

This is the type of collector who 
has a limited amount to invest in 
stamps and naturally he becomes dis- 
appointed because he can not afford 
all of these new varieties in all the 
different ways that they have come 
to be collected by stamp collectors. 

There is just one out for such a 
man. If he is wise enough to follow 
that course he will get more enjoy- 
ment from his collection, his collec- 
tion will become one that will attract 
attention at his local stamp exhibits, 
its value will increase beyond its pres- 
ent worth and in the end he will have 
less worry about keeping it up to 
date, . 

Pick your line—collect some defi- 

nite thing. Either mint singles, used 
singles, mint blocks or used blocks, 
perhaps plate number blocks or first 
day covers, but unless you can afford 
to do so, do not go after all of them 
for you can get nowhere in such a 
way. 
If you will concentrate your limited 
amount of cash on any one definite 
line you will eventually be able to 
build a collection that can be noted 
for its. thoroughness and complete- 
ness in your chosen field and such a 
collection even though the actual cata- 
log value is no more than a haphazard 
lot of things you now have, will be 
of more actual cash value if offered 
for sale and it will bring you more 
satisfaction and more glory when 
shown to your friends.

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The Application of Photo- 
microscopy to Philately 


At the meeting of the Columbus 
Philatelic Club on May 18, the above 
title was the subject for the evening 
program. 

Professor James Osborn Lord, who 
is Associate Professor of Metallurgy 
at Ohio State University, used his 
microscope and his camera to show 
members of the club many things that 
it has been difficult for collectors to 
see with an ordinary magnifying 
glass. 

The exhibit and talk was one of the 
most interesting that has been given 
before the club and many details rela- 
tive to United States stamps were 
shown in a manner that made them 
clear to all who were in attendance. 

Perhaps it is worthy of note that 
certain accepted details of minor vari- 
eties as illustrated in the catalogue 
were shown to be mere dreams of the 
cataloguers when exposed to the pow- 
ers of Photomicroscopy. 

The most abused subject was the lec 
stamp of the 1870-73 issue in which 
the catalogues show the secret mark 
variety as having a very neat crescent 
cut into the largest of the three pearls 
at the left of the numeral. 

Under the Photomicroscope this 
spot or speck turns out to be just a 
misshapen dash without any definite 
shape, just a plain scratch or dash. 

Professor Lord also showed by dem- 
onstration, just why it is impossible to 
counterfeit engraved stamps by the 
Photographic process.

Andorra Private Air Mails 


Those of our readers who have seen 
a set of pictorial Air Mail stamps 
from Andorra may be interested to 
know that this is a private issue made 
at the beginning of 1932 to frank mail 
(presumably in addition to the rates 
for ordinary postage) on an air serv- 
ice which is said to have been between 
Andorra and Barcelona, at about this 
date. This service, we learn, com- 
menced in the latter part of 1931 and, 
at first, was only a passenger and 
freight route. The man promoting it 
applied to the Spanish and Andorran 
authorities for permission to carry 
mail, but he died soon after it was 
granted. His successors, who issued 
the stamps, badly neglected the serv- 
ice which finally ceased to operate 
altogether. The stamps thus issued 
are of not sufficient official standing 
to deserve. catalog rank.

The other subject was an old ques- 
tion which was going to be debated 
at the New York Precancel some few 
days back. The question was stated 
something like this:—Should Precan- 
cels be priced according to their 
scarcity or according to the demand? 
That precancels are priced more ac- 
cording to their scarcity than to the 
demand cannot be denied, yet the 
price paid always seems to adjust 
itself to the demand. A low priced 
stamp in demand will sell readily at 
a large percentage of its catalog value 
altho no apparent shortage of the 
stamp is foreseen, while a high priced 
stamp must be sacrificed at a large 
discount or not sold at all, despite the 
fact it really is uncommon, if there 
is little demand for the stamp. Enough 
of that, you always get back where 
you start from and accomplish noth- 
ing when arguing about such a sub- 
ject. Whether the New York Precan- 
cel Society made any decision or not 
I have been unable to find out. 

With the National Park Set in the 
offing I hear some predicting that the 
new set will be more popular and sup- 
plant the Washington Bi-Centennial 
set. This I don’t believe for several 
reasous. First the odd size of the 
stamps will be harder to handle and 
many of the larger firms will stick to 
the regular postage stamps. Next I 
don’t think the set will be issued with 
the idea that it is supposed tu partly 
supplant the regular issue as the Bi- 
Cents were and will not be issued in 
as large numbers. With the advent 
of the Bi-Centennial set I note a re- 
vival of made to order or tailor-made 
precancels as some are wont to call 
them. This is one of the stigmas of 
the hobby. Collectors not content 
with the precancels that ordinarily 
come their way set out by hook or 
crook to manufacture a few extra for 
themselves. In times past when the 
catalog was issued regularly a very 
low price or none at all was placed 
on such tripe and this served some- 
what to dissuade the gentry from the 
pursuance of such practices. Of late 
tho everyone has his own price for 
uncatalogued material and it is again 
profitable. 


The Chicago Precancel Club has 
started out a little four page leaflet 
which seems to be getting so popular 





with precancel clubs and calls it “The 
Precancel Optimist”. Vol. 1, No. 1, 
came to my desk a few days ago. 


Probably before the National Park 
Set is issued we will have a WISCON- 
SIN stamp. So keep your eyes open 
and let me see the first one you come 
across.
